Our Legation Prevents Move for 
“Troops to Protect. Foreigners.

WASHINGTON,. Aug.. 5.—Under in- 
structions from Washington,’ the Amer- 
ican Legation at Peking has taken a 
firm stand which has succeeded in de- 
feating a proposal by Italy, supported 
by Belgium and the Netherlands, for 
sending foreign troops into China and 
stationing them at various commercial 
ports for protection of lives and inter- 
ests of foreigners from disorders result- 
ing from mutinies among. Chinese 
troops, 

The proposal for such a use of troops 
was made. by the Italian Minister to 
China during a coonference of the Dip- 
lomatic Cornea held in. the Portuguese 
oo aa in Peking. The Bélgian and 
Dutch Ministers supported the proposal. 
The French, Spanish and Brazilian Min- 
isters stood with the American repre- 
sentative in opposition, and their united 
objections were sufficient to defeat the 
proposal. The American attitude in this 

Mattér was based on the conviction that 
circumstances did not warrant such rad- 
ical action. 

‘Disorders caused by mutinous troops 
have occurred in varidus parts of China. 
The most serious were the recent out- 
breaks at Ichang, Wuchang and Hupeh, 
in which much foreign. property was de- 
stroyed. 

At Ichang, on the Yangtse River, 
about 600 miles from Shanghai, the en- 
tire city was burned.

Regardless of the international phases 
of the séizure.. of the British | liquor- 
laden schooner Henry °L. nine 
toiles Atlantic City last: Sunday, the 
local Federal authorities have. been in- 
structed by Acting Attorney. General 
Guy D.. Goff to take such legal action 
as the facts in’ the case’ ranted. The 
probable. action against the Marshall 
“would be an action for libel looking to. a 
forfeiture of the vessel on a charge of 
violating the customs laws, “Colonel. Goff 
said. ‘Sections of the revised statutes 
provide penalties for unloading- cargo 


without. a customs permit, or changing q 


cargo from one ship to another inside 
the twelve-mile limit, or throwing cargo 
overboard unless in case of danger. 

United States District Attorney Wi!- 
liam Hayward of the New York. district 
yesterday” telegraphed to Colonel. Goff 
a disavowal of statements attributed to 
him by a local newspaper that. all ‘ships 
of. foreign registry violating the pro- 
hibition laws would be seized, even if 
outside the three-mile limit. 

While none of the allaged infringe- 
‘ments of the law by the Marshall were 
within the jurisdiction of Colonel Hay- 


ward, Acting Attorney General. Goff in- 
structed him to proceed with the case: 


Crew Is Examined. 

Federal . District: Attorney Leroy W. 
Ross of Brooklyn. yesterday brought 
four members of. the. crew of. the Mar- 
shall before the-Grand Jury. Before 
going into the Grand Jury room, the 


four men, Robert, Pike, Clarence. King, 
Michael utehy and J. Maul were taken 
before Federal Judge Chatfield, who 
permitted them to confer with. their 
counsel, former City. Chamberlain 
Charles H. Hyde. Later Mr. Hyde, who 
also represents Charles E., bu of 
Nassau, Bahamas, owner of the Mar- 
shall, characterized the seizure of .the 
vessel and the detention of the crew as 
an “* outrage.”’ 

‘“The ship was nine miles out, well 
beyond the three-mile limit,’* he said. 

It is well-settled law that a ship out- 
side the three-mile iimit is virtually in 
no man’s water. I wish to correct the 
impression that has been given in news- 
paper accounts that the Captain and 
mate escaped from the officers ‘and 
crew of the Seneca, the revenue cutter. 
They left- the’ Marshall several hours 
before the. arrival of the Seneca and 
had no: means of knowing that the Coast 
Guard cutter was to visit them. 

The Henry L. Marshall is under 
British ‘registry, so that the crew cer- 
tainly is not in a position to tell the 
Grand Jury or any one else what e 
of the liquor supposed to have been on 
board. Conceding that small boats drew 
up to the Marshall and took from her 
any given quantity: of liquor, how could 
the crew or anybody else aboard nine 
miles from shore know. the destination 
of the liquor? ”’ 

District Attorney Ross didnot indi- 
cate the line of investigation he was 
pursuing, but from statements made b 
him it was- believed that he had. evi- 
dence connecting the sehooner with the 
reported activities of rum runners off 
Montauk Point, L. I.,. and. other means 
within his jurisdiction.

Director Forpes of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance has made a sen- 
sational staternent to a Senate. com 
mittée about conditions,.in the: Old 
Soldiers’ Homeat Johnson ‘City, Tenn.;

Moonshine whisky and mor- 
phine are smuggled inte the institu- 
tion. Intoxication, gambling. and 
looseness of morals are prevalent. The 
hospital seems to be like an army post 
in the old daéys.in the Southwest, with 
“ dives,” ‘near the gates, the soldiers 
a prey to rogues and harpies. The 
money which thé inmates receive 
from the Government in many. cases
